awakened to the fact that the time limit for this sort of thing 
is up. 


Notwithstanding all the country lias done for foreign suf- 


ferers if is ready and willing to do more, but the call for re- 
ducing the business fo a f business basis deserves attention. 
Where charily is actually needed il will not be withheld, but 
il Is not too early for the European nations lo begin lo realize 
that they must ultimately stand on their own fed, and lo be 
showing a disposition lo do it.
